* ceeds the moft {trong and pathetical Expreffions ; fince 
‘iccaufes me, with fo little Concern, to lay afide 
‘the Remembrance of thofe dear and delectable 
* Places where I receiv'd my Birth, which I left with- 
*‘ out Regret, when J confider’d that it was to have 

{ the happinefs of feeing you again. 
© The freth Affurances the King my Mafter has 
‘ commanded me to give youof his confederal Friend- 
‘ hip ; the fignial Marks that he has given me alfo 
‘of his Royal Favour: the Satisfaction thac you 
‘have all exprefs’d upon the Honour his Majefty 
‘ has done me, an Honour which I am more inclin’d 
‘ to attribute ro the Services I have done him in your 
* Behalf, than to all chofe I have endeavour’d to per- 
‘form in his Armies ; my willingnefs to flew my 
‘ Gratitude for the Kindnefs you have exprefs’d for 
“ my Perfon ; all encreas’d my earneft Defire of re- 
‘turning to yon. I am come, Magnificent Lords, 
with the fame Sentiments of Affection for you (Sen- 
timents that cannot be encreafed or diminifhed by 
‘ Time,) and with frefh Affurances of the Continua- 
tion of the Friendfhip the King my Matfter bears 
towards you: For tho’, on all OccaGons, his Ma- 
jefty has given you very confiderable Marks of it, 
and fuch as are altogether different from thofe you 
“have receiv’d from other Potentates of Europe ; 
* yer he has order’d me to acquaint you in his Name, 
“that he conftantly perfifts in the Refolution he 
‘has taken to make ir more evident to you than 
* ever, that in every thing you can defire of him, the 
* Interefts of his moft ancient Friends, Allies and 
* Confederates, are as dear to him as hisown : That 
* his Majefty will always contribute, as far,as itmay 
* lie in his Power, to the augmentation of the Glory 
of a Nation fo Illuftrious as yours ; and that he 
will make ufe of all means that may help to main- 
tain the Peace and Tranquillity you now enjoy ; in 
‘ which refpedt, he is of a different Temper from 
“the Enemies of his Crown, who apparently go a- 
bout to difturb that ‘Tranquilliry, by endeavouring 

‘ to engage you in the prefent War. 
‘ I cannot but obferve with Delight, Magnificent 
* Lords, how pleas’d you are with fuch Affurances ; 
‘and nothing can be a greater Proof that your E- 
* fteem for his Majefty is an{werable to that he has 
* for the laudable Helvetick Body, which his Majefty 
‘will have the Satisfaction to perceive, by the Ac- 
‘ count I fhall have the Honour to give him of it. In

We are inform’d there has been 
difcover’d hidden in Munich, 28 Pieces of Brafs Can- 
non, 400 Barrils of Powder, 10000 Bombs, 6000 
Granadoes, 3 Culverines belonging to the Town of 
Infpruch, 4 other Pieces of Cannon belonging to Paf- 
fau, and a great Sumof Mony: Whereupon the 
Count of Leeuwenftein has caus’d the jate Bavarian 
Commiffary of the Arfenal of Munich ro be taken 
into Cuftody. That the 18th of this Month fome 
Artillery, and a great deal of Ammunition, with 
Arms, was alfo difcover’d at Scheval in Bavaria: 
And that the Emperor has taken a Refolution to de- 
molifh all the Fortified Places in Bavaria, Ingolfiad 
only excepted. .

From the Imperial Army near Lauterbourg, Fuly 20. 
The 17th of this Month we were inform’d by feveral 
Deferters that the Enemy’s Army kept very clofe in 
their Camp at Croon-Weiffenbourg, waiting for Or- 
ders from the Court of France. The 18rh one of 
our Parties that was fent out to {cour the Country, 
brought in 9 Prifoners and 7 Horfes, of which Pri- 
foners 2 were Couriers and had about them Letters 
for feveral French General Officers: Thofe Letters 
were examin’d by our Generals, who found by tome 
of them, that the King of France had at the requeft 
of the Marthal de Villars fenr order to Monfieur ce 
Conflans who was left on the Mofelle, to joyn the 
faid Marthal with a Detachment of Foot and Horfe. 
The 19th the Marfhal de Villars fenr a Trumpet to 
General Thungen, to defire a Conference mighr be 
held rhe next Day about exchanging Prifoners ; bur 
that Time appearing too fhort, his Excellency {ent 
back that Trumpet with Anfwer that fuch a Confe- 
rence could not be held rill to morrow : The Place 
appointed for this Conference is Langen Scheideli 2 
Leagues from hence, and General Thungen bas no- 
minated Adjutant General Cuno, to go thivher on his 
Part. *Tis prefum’d the Exchange will be of our 
Men that were taken in Croon- Weiffenbourg,, Selrz, 
Rodern, and Hatten, againft as many of the French 
that were taken Prifoners at Hochiter. To Day we 
receiv'd Advice, that the Encmy made a great For- 
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vage Yefterday to within a League of Landau. The 
foremolt of their Forragers were put co Flight by 
commanded by General Merci who ts 
eucamp’d under the Cannon of Landau ; but their 
Guaid being reinfore’d to 4000 Men, ours were ob- 
he'd co recite. We are working to ftrengthen the 
Fortifications of this Camp; fome new Intrench- 
ments and Breaftworks are mark’d out, and 20000 
Fafcines are order’a to be got ready to be us’d in the 
making of them. Moafieur Schnebiin, Licuienant 
Gencial of the Troops of the Circle of Franconia, 
died the 18ch Initanc in the Lines of Stoblnoiicn, 
much lamented for his Abilities. Enemy cont- 
nuc co demolith the Wallis of Croon-Weiilenbourg, 
and toleve! che Lines we had there. , 
From the Harlem Courant, dated July 28.
